N pursuance to a resolution passed ‘at the Synodical-meeting of 
last year, the Ministers and Lay-delegates of the Synod of Penn- 
sylvania, met at Reading on Trinity Sunday A. D. 1834, to transact 
their Synodical business. 
In the morning at 10 o’clock, the Rev. Mr. Baker, President 
of the Synod, preached on Gal. iv. 18. 
At the same hour, Candidate Hesbert preached in the German 
Reformed Church, on Luke viii. 15—5S6. 
In the afternoon, Rev. C. Miller, Secretary of the Synod, prea- 
ched on Math. xxv. 46. 
In the evening, Rev. Mr. Lochmann iis in the English 
Language, on Math. xxviii. 5. 
- At the same hour, Rev. Mr. ‘Wampole preached in the Presby- 
terian Church, on Psalm xlii. 1—2. 


_ On Saturday evening preceeding, Rev. Mr. Peixoto preached on 
Math. v. 3.

Rev. Mr. Rosenmiiller, of the West-Pennsylvania Synod, and were 


cordially received as such. Thus the Synod consisted of 61 members. 

Rev. Mr. Gottwald, member of the West-Pennsylvania Synod 
was introduced, and invited to take a seat among us. 

The President now appointed, the Rev. Messrs. Ernst, Betis, 
and Wampole, and Messrs. Schmidt and Solladay as a committee 
to audit his accounts in reference to the legacies ;—he also stated 
that the Synod must proceed to the election of its officers for the 
ensuing year. He then appointed Messrs. Lochmann, Heilig, Schoch 
and Reitzel to superintend the election. — 

After the votes had all been taken and counted—the committee 


__reported, that the old officers were re-elected, viz:

views, in reference to what may, or should be, required of every one, 
who applies for admission into our Ministerium. 

In reference to a letter, which had been written by a committee,

The committee appointed to express their views on the following 
two points, viz: 
1) Whether it be advisable to continue the order of Catechet’s and 
Candidate’s offices, as hitherto existing among us, or not; and 
2) What the Synod may request of every one who applies for ad- 
mission into the Ministerium, reported : 
In regard to the first, the committee is of opinion that the office 


~_of Candidate, though under a different name, yet in reality the same, - 4 


should be contiiised in future, as it has hitherto existed ; but that 
the office of Catechet, under existing circumstances, may be abolished. 


In regard to the second, the Ministerium, should request first of. 


all, that every applicant produce credible testimonials of a christian 
life, and an irreproachable conduct—and without such testimonials, 
should not be admitted to an examination. 

In regard to attainments, the committee is of opinion that the 


language, as to be able to read the New Testament in that language 
without difficulty; if possible also know so much Hebrew, as to 
translate the more easy parts of the Old Testanient, he must likewise 
give’ sufficient proof of his acquaintance with the most important 
branches of Theology, viz: Exegesis, Dogmatik, Morality, Church 
History, Apologetik and Homiletik. He must hand over at least one 
of his own sermons, for examination. Should the Ministerium, in a 
peculiar case, deviate some little from these demands, it is the opinion 


Ministerium should make the following demands : Whosoever applies __ 
for admission into our Ministerium, must know so much of the Greek ~

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__of the committee, that-such deviation, can only take place, by a reso- — 


lution for such peculiar case, and that it should be considered as an |. 


exception to the rule. 
This report was unanimously accepted. 
The President now requested the applicants, who wished to be 


examined, to signify their names. Whereupon Messrs, Cortetz, * 
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Brandstzttler, Merz, Miinch, Posthauer, and Barnitz reported them- 


gelves for examination. 


Resolved: That Messrs. Cortetz, Brandstettler, Mertz and Bar- 


‘nitz be recommended to the committee for examination; but Mr. 
-Miinch, as a penalty for having transgressed our Ministerial consti- 
‘tution, cannot this year be admitted to examination.

Rev. Messrs. W. Pauli, of the Reformed congregation in Reading, 
and Deininger, were introduced and took seats among us. 

The committee appointed to investigate more minutely the con- 
tention in the Old Dryland congregation, which was occasioned by an 
election for a Minister, and to set forth their views to the Synod, re- 


ported as follows: 


From the discipline of the congregation, it appears, that each 
denomination elect their own Minister, that the members of the Ves- 
try only have a right to vote, and that a majority of two thirds of the 
Vestry are required to a legal election. 

~After-mature- investigation of the election held between Messrs. 
Jeger and Probst, it appears that the election was held contrary to 
the discipline or Church Rules, and consequently neither of them 
can be looked upon as legally elected. 

As it would probably be difficult, to restore peace in the congre- 
gation, by complying with the discipline, the committee, think, that 
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it would be better, if the Lutheran vestry by a majority of two thirds, 
would leave the election to the congregation, whether Mr. Jxger 
shall in future be the Pastor of the congregation or not. The elec. 
tion to be held under the inspection of a committee ee by 
Synod, having been previously published. 

The Rev. Mr. Probst, having voluntarily from love to peace, 
promised to have nothing further to do with the congregation, and 
hence no more to preach to that people this report was likewise 
accepted. 

The Rev. Messrs. Demme, German, H. S. ‘Miller, Klein and 
Trexler, were appointed to superintend said election. 

The committee which had an interview with Rev. Jeger, in 
reference to the charges brought against him, reported ; 

In relation to the first charge: That Mr. Jeeggt said in the pul- 
pit: Do you believe every thing that is contained in the Bibler I do 
not believe it! he declares to be unfounded and false. In relation 


to the second, third and fourth charges, concerning the doctrine of ) 
the Trinity, the Divinity of Jesus, and the atonement, he acknowled- 
ges after mature reflection, that his views in regard to these doctrines 


have hitherto been erroneous, and promises—that he will, in future, 


hold entirely to these doctrines as our Church teaches them, which 


she certainly does in the spirit of the New Testament.

Rev. Stahlin reported, that he examined the minutes of the Ger- 
man Reformed Synod, and found therein, that our Delegates to that 
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Synod, Rev. Messrs. Hecht and Probst, attended their meeting and 
were cordially received—that they received our last minutes and 
that they appointed Dr. Hendel and Rev. Schaffner, as delegates to 
our Synod. 

Candidate Hesbert reported that he read the minutes of the Ohio 
Synod, but found nothing in them that had reference to us, except 
that they had resolved, to send us the minutes of their Synod. 

A similar report was made by Rev. Lochmann, in reference to the 
proceedings of North-Carolina; by Rev. Wampole in reference to 
the proceedings of the Hartwich Synod; and by Rev. German, in 
reference to the proceedings of South-Carolina Synod.

as Candidate. 


Mr. Cortetz has, it is true, no Philological knowledge, but as he 
stood a good examination in Dogmatic, Morality and Church History, 
we would also recommend him for licensure ; under this condition 
however, that he will endeavour, as far as possible, to acquire the 
necessary knowledgevof the Languages. 

With Messrs. Merz and Brandstzttler, we did not find a 
~ attainments, whigh the Ministerium requires, and can therefore, not 


at this time, propose them for reception: believing however, tliat 


both may become useful labourers in the Vine-yard of the Lord, we © 


would consider it best, if the Ministerium would: advise them to 
| continue their studies during the current year, with the promise, that 


if they do so, and make application next year, they shall be received 
into the Ministerium.
